| Worthington-yans, secretary of state 
jfor war, stated that all battlefields in 
lFrance and Flanders had been SYS:

war The battlefields had all been 
‘searched at least six times, he said, 
and in the areas where the fighting 
Jihad been very bad the search had 
jbeen made fully 20 times in order to 
ke it as thorough as possible.
